The Last Bastions 


Pat Lynch in the August 13 issue of 
Sports ILLUSTRATED: 

“No one questions Swaps’ great talents. 
But what is it that has caused one of the 
most spectacular inflationary spirals of 
horse judgment since the mad Caligula 
ordered his subjects to worship his favorite 
mount under pain of being laminated with 
pitch to illuminate his bacchanals? 

“Seen from here, the teletimer and the 
growing craze for speed on the American 
turf are the culprits. Yet, these gods may 
be as false as Caligula’s.... 

“The speed of horse tracks varies up to 
5 seconds. The difference between a hard 
track and a deep, tiring one could easily 
be as much as 25 lengths. ... 

“The so-called pasteboard tracks such as 

those in California, where virtually all of 
the world’s records are held, put the 
accent on speed. Chicago, Florida and 
New Jersey are headed in the same direc- 
tion. Belmont Park and Saratoga are two 
of the last bastions of the slower tracks, 
where sheer speed takes second place to 
the properly relentless search for combin- 
ed speed and stamina in the Thorough- 
bred. ... 

“Horses are performing only over the 
tracks that managements give them, and 
the progressive commercialization is the 
reason for the superfast tracks which 
threaten to create a new look in racing... . 

“With our own tracks catering more and 
more slavishly to the new standards, the 
importance of stamina and heart in a horse 
are being lost sight of. We are robbing 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing of their 
oldest values. And that is deplorable.” 


Disadvantage of Safety 


Oscar Otis, in Dairy Racine Form: 

“It is now virtually certain that Nashua 
and Swaps will never meet again... . New 
York is out. because just as Swaps proved 
the soundness of modern day California 
breeding by his clear score in last year’s 
Kentucky Derby. so Swaps will make it 
clear to the world that the day is over 
when only a New York stakes record is 
necessary to establish a horse as being 
truly great... . 

“Besides, there is the matter of the 
comparatively deep race tracks on Long 
Island. and even Bob Horwood quite a 
few columns ago suggested that maybe 
Coast horses might find it advantageous to 
‘leg up’ on Long Island before racing 
there. With almost every other track in 
America tending more and more to the 
West Coast pasteboard ideal, deep tracks 
will find themselves more and more at a 
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disadvantage in attracting top horses from 
elsewhere. | Meshach| Tenney must realize 
that to show Swaps at top advantage 
in New York he would of necessity almost 
have to retrain his horse. . . .” 


The Hall of Fame 


When Louis Pondfield founded the 
Jockeys Hall of Fame at Pimlico last year 
he set up the conditions that 3 riders 
could be elected each year, 2 of them from 
history and the other from among current- 
ly active jockeys which have been riding 
at least 10 years. The first 3 in were 
Earl Sande, George Woolf, and Edward 


Arcaro. 


Pimlico now has sent ballots to more 
than 1,200 sports writers and broadcasters 
throughout the nation to determine the 
next 3 to have their portraits hung in the 
old Maryland Jockey Club building at the 
track. The writers and talkers were asked 
to indicate 2 choices among Isaac Murphy, 
Tod Sloan, Walter Miller, Edward 
(Snapper) Garrison, Laverne Fator, Ray- 
mond Workman, Walter Miller, and Mack 
Garner; and one choice among John 
Adams, Ted Atkinson, and John Longden. 

If Isaac Murphy is kept out of the Hall 
of Fame very long, we will have to 
attribute the fact to the inattention of 
voters too busy to bone up on the history 
of American racing. If Tod Sloan fails of 
election. we will be left wondering whether 
it was because of ignorance of his super- 
lative success as a rider or knowledge of 
his sometimes reprehensible behavior. 


Some Goat 


On the night of August 11 a harried 
headline writer in the newsroom of the 
greatest newspaper in the world asked a 
simple question. 

“Who was it that won the Atlantic City 
Handicap?” 

The only answer came from a nearby 
desk whose tenant also had forgotten the 
result of the race. “Some goat.” he said. 

The headlines in the later editions of the 
Sunday New York Times reported quite 
properly that Blue Sparkler had taken 
the big race, but the first edition off the 
presses was scarcer and more valuable. 
The caption was: “Some Goat Wins 
Atlantic City Nashua Is 
Scratched.”

OHIO 
River Traffic Picks Up 


Articles of incorporation for the second 
new race track proposed for the Cincinnati 
area were filed last week with the Sec- 
retary of State at Columbus. 


The incorporators were M. Froome Bar- 
bour, J. Thomas Grace, and Harrison O. 
Ash. The track would be operated by the 
Cincinnati Turf Club, Inc. 

Barbour said there were 25 other “back- 
ers” in the Cincinnati area. 

The new group apparently has the bless- 
ing of Zoltan Gombos, chairman of the 
Ohio State Racing Commission, who told 
newsmen, “I am heartily in favor of it. 
If there’s to be more racing in that area. 
it should be on the Ohio side of the river.” 


Barbour hoped for racing dates for the 
fall of 1957. 

The Ohio track would be in direct op- 
position to one being planned for the 
Kentucky side of the Ohio River by a 
group headed by Louisville’s Matt Winn 
Williamson. Williamson’s organization in 
July was given a “letter of assurance” that 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
would look favorably upon a race track 
near Florence, Ky., about 12 miles south 
of Cincinnati. 

Those promoting the Florence track also 
hope for racing dates for the fall of 1957. 


FLORIDA 


New Yorkers Sue Moris 


A suit asking that receivers be appointed 
for Hialeah Park and requesting that 
bookmaking be discouraged on the prem- 
ises has been filed in a Miami court 
against president Eugene Mori, his son 
Eugene E. Mori, and 4. stockholders. 
general manager Walter H. Donovan. 
James H. Bright, Daniel F. Rice. and 
Ralph W. Crum. 


The petitioners are Morris and Sylvia 
Rosner, of Saratoga County, N. Y., who 
claim that they own 2,000 shares of 
Hialeah stock. 


The Rosners asked for an injunction

prohibiting the payment of “enormous” 
salaries and expenses for the Moris and 
an audit detailing income, expenditure. 
assets and liabilities pertaining to the 56 
season. 


The Rosners’ complaint said that Hia- 
leah paid the younger Mori $20,000 in 
salary and expenses this year and that it 
paid his father $25,000, while most of the 
senior Mori’s time was spent in managing 
Garden State Park and Tanforan. 


The suit said that $4,000,000 was wag- 
ered inside the track through bookmakers 
during the 1956 season. 


Sunshine Park Sold 
Samuel C. Lombardo and John G. 


Masoni last week sold a controlling in- 
terest in Sunshine Park to an Eastern 
syndicate headed by E. M. Ballon, a di- 
rector of Yonkers Raceway. and Richard 
E. West. of Warwick, R. I. The price 
was said to be in excess of $1,000,000. 


The syndicate met in New York and

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WEST VIRGINIA 
Charles Town Under Fire 


Charles Town race track on August 14 
closed its 39-day meeting with gains in 
both attendance and pari-mutuel handle, 
and 14 days later officials of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion complained to Gov. William C. Mar- 
land that the track had paid in purses 
less than the state’s legal requirement. 


Charles Town’s management reported 
that daily-average attendance was 5,276, as 
compared to last year’s average of 4,432. 
The daily-average mutuel handle was 
$339.835, an average increase of $49,143. 
The track said the daily-average purse 
distribution was $10,174.36, a gain of 
$381.18 over that of last year’s summer 
session. 

In attendance at the meeting with the 
governor were the members of the West 
Virginia Racing Commission, Charles 
Gordon, president of the Maryland and 
West Virginia division of the HBPA, and 
John A. Manfuso. chairman of the 
HBPA’s national purse committee. 

A summary of the horsemen’s grievances 
was sent to The Blood-Horse by Tom 
Sheehan, editor of the Horsemen’s Journal, 
official organ of the HBPA: 

“The horsemen are protesting the fact 
that at its most recent meeting, which 
ended August 14, the Charles Town track 
paid only 3.01 per cent of the track’s 
share of the mutuel handle in purses, 
whereas West Virginia law calls for the 
track to pay 4 per cent of its share in 
purses. The same law calls for the track 
to share in the mutuels to the extent of 
9 per cent. Horsemen estimate that the 
discrepancy amounts to $110,000 in addi- 
tional purse money. The West Virginia 
law provides for a $250-per-day penalty 
in the form of a fine.” 

Sheehan said that Charles Town had 
been “repeatedly censured” by the HBPA 
for paying the “lowest percentage of purse 
distribution on the North American con- 
tinent — 33.46 per cent as compared to the 
national average purse distribution at 56 
major tracks of 47.25 per cent.”

The Louisiana State Racing Commission 
last week approved an 83-day meeting, 
November 22-March 9, for the Fair 
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Paper Tiger (no blinkers) nosed 
Handicap on August 25. 


Grounds at New Orleans. Fair Grounds

OBITUARY 


Dr. Cornelius Cann 


Dr. Cornelius C. Cann, probably Amer- 
ica’s oldest “horse doctor” in point of age 
and experience, died August 16 at Frank- 
fort. Ky., where his few years of retire- 
ment had been spent in residence at the 
home of his only surviving child, Mrs. 
Stanley Hudson. He would have been 94 
years old on October 1. 


Dr. Cann was born on a farm in Hardin 
County, Kentucky. He attended the old 
A. and M. College at Lexington in the 
first year that forerunner of the University 
of Kentucky had a full session, and pre- 
pared for his life’s work by taking a 2-year 
course at the Chicago Veterinary College. 
“Funny how I came to be a veterinarian,” 
he recalled a few years ago. ‘My father 
owned 2 farms. When I got married he 
told me to take over one of them... 
One day one of my horses got sick, and | 
had to go 40 miles to Louisville to ask a 
veterinarian what to do about it. He told 
me nothing could be done about it, and 
charged me $3. I went back home and 
said, ‘I think maybe I better be a vet- 
erinarian.” 


He practiced a year at Elizabethtown, 
Ky., moved to Georgetown in 1891, and 
to Lexington about 1911, shortly after he 
had settled down to practice with Thor- 
oughbreds. “In those days runners didn’t 
amount to much; nice people had trotters. 
When they opened that track down at 
juarez a lot of horses went from Ken- 
tucky. They asked me to go along, and 
I said, ‘By George! I believe I will’... 
I was the only veterinarian there.” He 
was a race track vet from there on. 


During his nearly 60 years of practice 
Dr. Cann castrated thousands of horses, 
including the Kentucky Derby winners 
Old Rosebud, Exterminator, and Clyde 
Van Dusen—sometimes he included Don- 
erail in the list—but he was known prin- 
cipally for his skill with the firing iron and 
in “fixing teeth,” and for a physic ball 
which he administered to 6 or 7 genera- 
tions of horses. 

Dr. Cann, in his later years. when he 
had more time to talk, liked to talk of the 
past, frequently to the derogation of 
modern practices. “If they didn’t have 
all this cotton and bandages, they wouldn't 
have so many unsound horses.” Modern 
riders “couldn’t carry the tack of Carol 
Schilling.” The old-time trainers “forgot 
more than today’s trainers’ll ever know.” 
But he never wavered in his affection for 
the Thoroughbred. “Horses are the finest, 
smartest animals there are.” 

Dr. Cann was married to a Hardin 
County girl, Frankie Branham, and they 
had celebrated their 62nd wedding anni- 
versary in September of the year before 
her death in June, 1948. 
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ORGANIZATIONS 


Books of 3 Kinds 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, Inc., with a membership of 
slightly more than 200, ordinarily is one 
of the quietest organizations associated 
with American racing; this is not because 
it avoids hard tasks or controversial is- 
sues. but rather because it prefers to work 
with a minimum of public controversy. 
At its annual meeting at Saratoga August 
18 it undertook to work on 2 projects 
which appeared almost certain to lead it 
into protracted debate: the improvement of 
condition books and the improvement of 
sales catalogues. 


Present at the members’ meeting were 
Dr. Eslie Asbury, Nelson I. Asiel, Clark- 
son Beard, Mrs. John F. C. Bryce. Leslie 
Combs II. Dr. Horace N. Davis. L. P. 
Doherty, William du Pont Jr.. Mrs. Marie 
Greenhalgh, A. B. Hancock Jr.. Taylor 
Hardin, Howell E. Jackson, Gayle Moh- 
ney. and Daniel G. Van Clief., along with 
field secretary Alex Bower and J. A. 
Estes. editor of The Blood-Horse. 


President Hancock, presiding in the 
absence of John Hay Whitney, chairman 
of the board of trustees, reported on the 
activities of the association during the 
past year. In addition to the established 
routine work he commented on (1) the 
study of the expected producing life of 
broodmares, published in The Blood-Horse 
of April 14, 1956; (2) the association’s 
co-operation with The Jockey Club in 
arranging an extended field survey of the 
possibilities of photographs and_ night- 
eyes in the registration and permanent 
identification of horses; (3) an attempt 
to dissuade English authorities from im- 
posing an excessive quarantine period on 
mares sent from the U. S.; and (4) sup- 
port and aid to Lexington’s Station WLAP 
“in breaking down a prejudice (of the 
Federal Communications Commission) 
against regular daily race result pro- 
grams.” 


Condition Books, Catalogues 


Howell Jackson suggested that the asso- 
ciation might work with racing secretaries 
in an effort to improve condition books. 
particularly through support of a program 
of increased distance racing. The presi- 
dent raised the question as to whether 
the racing associations would be willing 
to extend an invitation for the breeders 
to confer with them, and Jackson was au- 
thorized to begin by notifying the Greater 
New York Association that the breeders 
were interested in the problem and would 
be glad to co-operate if their help was 
invited, 


L. P. Doherty, vice president of the 
September 1, 1956 


Fasig-Tipton Company. commented on 
“recent dissatisfaction” with the informa- 
tion provided in sales catalogues. and in- 
quired whether the ATBA was willing to 
confer with Fasig-Tipton and the Breed- 
ers’ Sales Company on the possibility of 
devising a catalogue format to provide 
buyers with more complete information. 
particularly on the first dam and her pro- 
duce. He argued that the sales companies 
might be more willing to take positive ac- 
tion if the breeders’ association showed a 
constructive interest in the matter. 


The several market breeders present 
concurred in seconding Doherty’s sugges- 
tion—“perfectly wonderful.” Mrs. Green- 
halgh called it—and the result of the dis- 
cussion was that president Hancock ap- 
pointed a committee to initiate the inquiry. 
The committee: Leslie Combs II. chair- 
man, Doherty, and Estes. 


Clarkson Beard reported that England’s 
Ministry of Agriculture might require, as 
a result of a recommendation from that 
country’s Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion, that maiden and barren mares be 
quarantined for one month after their ar- 
rival from the U. S.. and that pregnant 
mares be quarantined until delivery of a 
full-time foal. The recommendation to this

effect was based on advice of a committee 
that no virus abortion cases had been 
found in England. 


President Hancock, in his official re- 
port, had said: “Also in conformity with 
a suggestion made at the 1955 meeting, 
a group of veterinarians and others met 
at Lexington under ATBA auspices to 
formulate a letter to be sent to Lord Rose- 
bery regarding the status of equine virus 
abortion in the United States. With the 
help of Dr. E. R. Doll of the University 
of Kentucky. such a letter was prepared 
for transmittal over the signatures of 
Messrs. J. H. Whitney and the Associa- 
tion President. Apparently the letter allay- 
ed some fears which had been expressed 
by English breeders about the sending to 
that country of pregnant mares from the 
U. S.” 


American Race Horses 


The members present discussed the 
plans for the annual American Race 
Horses, whose 1956 volume, 21st in a 
series established under the sponsorship 
of Aifred Vanderbilt. will be the first pro- 
duced under the auspices of the ATBA. 
Approval was given to a tentative plan for 
leaving the main section of the book essen- 
tially in the format followed for 20 years 
and accounting, in a separate section, for 
brief coverage of a much larger number

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in taking over American Race Horses was 
to increase its circulation and thus to 
enhance its value for purposes of public 
relations. Toward this end the editor 
(Estes) was authorized, if he found it ad- 
visable. to reduce the size (the book is 
1214 inches tall). In addition to a limited 
de luxe edition in expensive binding, a 
popular edition will be published at the 
lowest price possible. Circulation of the 
book previously has been limited to a 
maximum of about 750 copies by reason of 
the $25 price which has prevailed in 
recent years. A. S. Barnes and Company, 
of New York, will continue as publishers. 


Trustees of the association discussed, 
among other things, the possibility of as- 
sisting the University of Kentucky in finan- 
cing the rental of IBM equipment, in- 
cluding an electronic computer, which 
would be useful for many purposes in 
public service and would also be available 
for organizing the data of Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding. The executive com- 
mittee was asked to make further inquiry. 

(Gifts totaling $70.000 would be suf- 
ficent to set up a full battery of IBM 
equipment and maintain it until it be- 
comes self-supporting through services to 
industry. ) 

The members’ meeting re-elected all 
trustees: Dr. Eslie Asbury, Clarkson 
Beard, Leslie Combs Il, William du Pont 
Jr., L. L. Haggin II, A. B. Hancock Jr..

Del Mar Up 4 Per Cent 


The California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association sale, conducted by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company at Del Mar, was blessed 
by the same high market which was evi- 
dent at Saratoga earlier in the month. The 
CTBA sold 105 yearlings for a total of 
$649,200. The $6.183 average was 4 per 
cent above that of last year and 6 per cent 
below the record year of 1954. 

The market was especially strong in the 
higher levels, 23 of the yearlings selling 
for $10.000 or more. Sixty-three yearlings 
sold for $5,000 or less. 

The 2 highest prices of the sale were 
in the last night’s session. A colt by Eight 
Thirty—Scalpel, consigned by the Laguna 
Seca Ranch and Old Westport Place. sold 
to C. Andrade III, of Dallas, for $23.000.

Monday Night, August 27 


The Del Mar sales got off to a strong 
start on Monday night when 52 yearlings 
sold for $295,900. average $5.690. an in- 
crease of $261 above the first-night aver- 
age in 1955.

Relic Goes to Yorkshire 


Francois Dupre’s Relic, most successful 
of the few American-bred stallions export- 
ed to France in recent years. has been 
sold to a syndicate of English breeders 
and last week was moved from the Haras 
d’Ouilly to Bob Colling’s stud in York- 
shire. Colling reported that the syndicate 
was comprised of 40 shares at £2.500 
($7.C00) each, for a total valuation of 
£100.000 ($280.000). and that Dupre was 
keeping “a number of shares.” 

A foal of 1945. by War Relic out of 
Bridal Colors, by Black Toney. Relic was 
one of the horses which went to the late 
Edward S. Moore in the partition of stock 
from the estate of E. R. Bradley. A hand- 
some and extremely fast colt. but unsound. 
he was second in the Saratoga Special 
and won the Hopeful Stakes at 2. and later 
he won the Bahamas Handicap and Hibis- 
cus Stakes. He began stud service at Mrs. 
Moore’s Circle M: Farm at Lexington in 
1950, and later in the same year was ex- 
ported to France. 

There he was an immediate success as 
a sire of speed horses, his get including 
Tactic. Reinata, Relance. Nordic. Polic. 
and the 1956 Poule d’Essai des Poulains 
winner Buisson Ardent, which currently 
is considered the best miler in France. 
His 2-year-old son Mystic. owned by Du- 
pre, recently won the Prix des Reves d’Or 
at Vichy. Through 1955, Relic’s one crop 
in the U. S. had earned $130.946 and his 
first 2 crops in France had earned 33.876.- 
650 frances and £3,13614. His combined 
average-earnings index for the 3 countries 
was 2.40. 


Death of Thellusson 


The 20-year-old stallion Thellusson 
broke his leg in a paddock accident on 
August 12 at Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bed- 
ford’s Fox Hill Farm, Fallston, Md., and 
was humanely destroyed. 

The big son of Gallant Fox and *Tetra 
Lass. by Tetratema, was raced by Belair 
Stud, for which he wen at 3. The late 
William Woodward later gave the horse 
to Miss F. Julia Shearer, and he stood at 
her Meander Farm, Locust Dale, Va.. 
until a fire destroyed one of the barns. 
He then was sent to the Bedfords, who 
also had been close friends of Mr. Wood- 
ward.

At 2 o'clock on the afternoon of August 25, 
shortly after the completion of the first race at 
Washington Park, trainer Meshach Tenney strolled 
over the track’s turf course, It had rained in 
Chicago earlier in the week, and Tenney had said 
that, if the footing was soft, Swaps would not 
start in the first running of the Arch Ward 


Memorial Handicap. 


STAKES AND HORSES 


Tenney was satisfied that the course was suf- 
ficiently firm, and decided to keep Swaps in the 
race. for which he started an odds-on favorite 
under the usual maximum weight of 130 pounds. 
Second choice at 8-1 was Charlie Fritz’s 5-year-old 
gelding Sir Tribal. *Mahan. which had defeated 
Sir Tribal by a nose in the Meadowland Handicap, 
the last previous start for each of them, was 814-1. 

Swaps failed to show the form which had car- 
ried him to 3 world records in California this 
season. He and Sir Tribal stayed close to Howdy 
Baby’s quick pace, but when Willie Shoemaker 
tried to coax him to the lead on the far turn, 
a point at which he had been deciding most of 
his contests, he was unable to produce the ex- 
pected speed. Sir Tribal turned into the stretch 
with a half-length lead. and close behind him 
was *Mahan, which had run within 2 and 3 lengths 
of the leaders. In the straightaway Swaps gradually 
fell back. and *Mahan and Sir Tribal fought it 
out to the sixteenth-pole, where *Mahan began 
to draw clear. The winner’s time was a_ brisk 
1:55, two-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record Swaps established in last year’s American 


Derby. 


The victory was *Mahan’s third in 9 races in 
the U. S., and, according to trainer Harry 
Trotsek. he is “just learning to run on American 
tracks: he gets better .with each race.” (Details 
of Mahan’s purchase by Hasty House Farm and 
his pedigree and family notes were in The Blood- 
Horse of August 18, page 547). 


Shoemaker, after the race. felt that Swaps 
hadn't liked the turf course after all. “We had 
clear sailing all the way, but Swaps just couldn’t 
take to the grass.” he said. “It was too soft for 
him, and he labored all the way up the back- 
stretch.”

Moolah Bux showed his usual speed to take the 
lead leaving the gate, followed by Cardiff, *Poona 
II, and Colonel Mack. The order held to the eighth- 
pole. where Cardiff dropped from contention and 
*Poona II and Colonel Mack began to reduce the 
leader’s margin. In a driving finish, Colonel Mack 
won by a neck, with *Poona II a neck in front of 
Moolah Bux. 

Time for the 6 furlongs was 1:0845, one-fifth of 
a second faster than the mark set by Robinar in 
1955. 

The Bing Crosby was the third stakes success 
this year for Colonel Mack, which previously had 
accounted for the Christopher J. Fitzgerald Handi- 
cap at Santa Anita Park and the Los Angeles Handi- 
cap at Hollywood Park. He also finished second in 
the Santa Barbara Handicap and third in the Cali- 
fornia Handicap. 

The victory raised Colonel Mack’s earnings to 
$107,100, making him the first $100,000 winner bred 
by Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois Wack. His breed- 
ers sold him early in his 2-year-old season to Maj. 
Austin C. Taylor’s A C T Stock Farm. 

*Princequillo, which stands at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., has 7 other stakes winners this year.

On Saturday, August 25, Saratoga presented 2 
of its traditional stakes—the 55-year-old Saratoga 
Handicap, won by Paper Tiger, and the 43-year-old 
Sanford Stakes, won by Greentree Farm’s *Thin 
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Ice. Both events were enhanced by stirring stretch 
duels. 

For the Sanford the players liked the entry of 
Clem. second to Nearctic in the Saratoga Special, 
and French Foil, a colt whose last start had been 
for a claiming price of $12,500. *Thin Ice, fourth 
in the Special and eighth in the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes won by his stablemate Cohoes, was fifth 
choice at nearly 7-1. 

*Thin Ice, which previously had run as though 
he would prefer something longer than 6 furlongs, 
hurried into a quick lead. Clem stayed with him 
down the back stretch and around the turn, and 
at the eighth-pole had his head in front. Ted At- 
kinson quickly brought *Thin Ice even again, and 
the 2 colts fought it out to the wire, where it was 
*Thin Ice by a neck. 

Greentree Farm bought *Thin Ice for $9,500 from 
L. S. MacPhail’s consignment to the 1955 Saratoga 
sales. The owner of Glenangus Farm had bought 
him and 10 others in England for resale at Sara- 
toga. in the same sort of speculative venture which 
he followed again this year. 

Besides his maiden victory on July 7 at Belmont 
Park. *Thin Ice’s one other previous success was 
in an allowance event at the spa on August 7. 

For the speed specialist Abernant, second to 
Nimbus in the 1949 Two Thousand Guineas, *Thin 
Ice is the first stakes winner in the U. S. The 
upper quarter and the lower half of *Thin Ice’s 
pedigree tend more toward distance than quick 
speed, suggesting the possibility that the colt may 
go beyond the normal capacity of his sire’s off- 
spring.

Parlo, favored by the bettors and carrying top 
weight of 125 pounds, went ahead at the start of 
the Diana Handicap, and in the first quarter-mile 
opened up a 4length lead, with Eric Guerin strug- 
gling to restrain her. On the backstretch it was 
obvious that her saddle had slipped forward and 
that Guerin was occupying himself chiefly in 
keeping a precarious balance. Blue Banner, Rare 
Treat, and Searching began to gain. Blue Banner 
took command rounding the far turn, and Parlo

Just before the 1955 Keeneland summer sales 
W. Haggin Perry, of New York and Virginia, and 
Lou P. Doherty, owner of the Stallion Station, 
Lexington, bought 5 yearlings from E. Barry 
Ryan, owner of Normandy Farm. The fillies were 
Alanesian, by Polynesian—Alablue; Toadstool, by 
*Noor—Mushroom; and Trigger Girl, by *Rico 
Monte—Gun Moll. The 2 colts were Egotistical, 
by Better Self—Leslie Grey, and Apostle. by 
Olympia—Loyal Worker. Doherty had a quarter- 
interest, and the youngsters were given to trainer 
John W. Maloney for racing in Perry’s name. 

Two of the 5 already have indicated that they 
are of better-than-average caliber. On August 16, 
making her first start, Alanesian ran against 13 
other maidens and won by 6 lengths, and 8 days 
later she won by 8 lengths Saratoga’s 75-year-old 
Spinaway Stakes. On August 27 Egotistical, making 
his second start at Saratoga, easily defeated a field 
of maidens. 

The bettors made Alanesian an odds-on choice

A few days before the 1956 Kentucky Derby 
2 writers from The Blood-Horse visited Meshach 
Tenney in his barn at Churchill Downs to chat 
about Terrang.

After a brief stay in Kentucky 
he was returned to Hollywood Park, where he won 
one allowance race, finished fourth to Lucky Mel 
in another, and was seventh to Royal Academy in 
the Cabrillo Stakes on June 5. 

California Kid then was rested for 2 months.

10, when he won a 5%%-furlong allowance race. 
For the Prairie State Stakes he was third choice 
behind Greek Game, champion of the Middle West, 
and Lucky Mel, champion of the West Coast. 

Lucky Mel bumped against the gate at the start 
(and the bruise he received caused his shipment 
to California the next day), but he recovered 
quickly, took the lead in the first furlong, and 
had a 2-length margin at the top of the stretch, 
where California Kid, which had moved up grad- 
ually from fifth, began his big move. The Ells- 
worth colt caught the leader at the eighth-pole, 
and there was no further contest for the first 
money.

just celebrated his 76th birthday), son of 
the Harry M. Stevens who established the 
family business. 

Trainer of the colt will be Max Hirsch, 
for whom Mrs. Igleheart has been ponying 
and galloping horses for several years, 
whenever she was able to leave her home 
and children. One day she walked up to 
jockey Bill Boland and_ said, ‘“Wanta 
rassle?” Boland accepted the challenge, 
and in :0025 found himself sprawled on 
the ground. Mrs. Igleheart’s skill in jiu- 
jitsu has become too well known for her 
to find other opponents. 


The Stone Age—Gallies colt in the 
Jonabell Stables consignment on the open- 
ing night of the sales was bought by 
Daniel G. Van Clief. of Nydrie Stud, and 
reported in the summaries as going to 
Tony Pascuma. Back of this was an 
accident which resulted in the death of 2 
fillies on the Oklahoma track on the morn- 
ing of August 9. Pascuma’s only horse, 
Mill Nell. was breezing on the training 
course when Nydrie Stud’s *Mariam broke 
away from a pony, headed the wrong 
way. and collided head-on. Both fillies 
broke their necks and died. Van Clief 
bought the yearling “to put Tony back in 
business.” 


H. B. Marcus. who has bought several 
yearlings in each of the last few years, 
took only one at Saratoga this year. 
Reason for his abstinence was the fact 
that his first home-bred yearlings now 
are being broken at his Glade Valley Farm 
at Walkersville, Md., where he has built a 
5-furlong training track on a rolled turf 
course. Six of the 9 yearlings being 
broken are by The Pincher which stands 
at Glade Valley, along with *Fairforall 
and the syndicated Alerted. The first 
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Highest-priced filly at the Saratoga s 


ales was Larry S. MacPhail’s daughter of 


Hyperion—Ranya, by Dastur, which was sold to Fred W. Hooper for $31,000. 


foals by Alerted are now sucklings, and 
some of them will be at Saratoga next 
year. Colonel Marcus reported that 31 of 
the 38 mares sent to Alerted in 1956 are 
in foal. including the good race mare 
Rampart. A few outside yearlings prob- 
ably will be taken to Glade Valley for 
breaking. 


The Kentucky Club Tobacco Company. 
impressed by the popularity of its annual 
give-away of a horse to the person who 
wins a naming contest, moved its buying 
price up to $15,000 for its yearling this 
year. It opened the bidding at that 
figure on the Battlefield—*Gold Haven 
colt in the Springsbury Farm consignment, 
but the youngster went to Paul Ebelhardt, 
bidding for Ralph Lowe, at $21,000. The 
one it got was Meadowview Farms’ colt by 
Your Host out of Rash Hurry—a combina- 
tion which will give contestants room for 
plenty of cerebration. 


Trainer A. G. Robertson spent $33,000 
in buying 4 head for the Warner Stable 
of Maj. Albert Warner. . . . Ray Bell 
bought High Hope Farm’s colt by Your 
Host—Lizmore Liz for $8,200 and North 
Cliff Farm’s filly by Errard—Lask for 
$4,200, both for the account of Louis B. 
Mayer, who turned down an offer of $20.- 
000 for the colt... . Hunter Faulconer, of 
Charlottesville, Va., who paid $30,000 for 
Nydrie Stud’s *Princequillo filly out of 
Rippey’s dam, has raced a small stable for 
several years. He is a son of P. H. 
Faulconer, who had horses over a long 
period. 


At a breakfast gathering one morning 
Wing Commander Tim Vigors was saying 
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something to the effect that he wished the 
American sales companies would be more 
concerned, in their cataloguing, with the 
comparative values of the more important 
races in Europe. Mrs. Ellsworth Augustus 
asked Vigors to furnish some sort of 
criterion for evaluation, but before he 
could answer Daniel G. Van Clief looked 
up from his cantaloupe and broke up the 
discussion. “A stakes race in England.” 
he said, “is a race won by a horse just 
before he is exported to America.” 


Most nearly heart-broken bidder of the 
week at Saratoga was Harry  Shillick. 
Armed with $5,000, he went to the Friday 
night auction to buy L. S. MacPhail’s filly 
by *Djeddah out of Dimitra, by *Mah- 
moud, second dam of the good race mare 
Fair Stein. This one yearling he wanted 
very badly, because of his affection for 
her half-sister, the good selling plater 
Dover Doll, which has done most of her 
racing under the name of his wife, Thelma. 
The $5,000 was not enough. The filly went 
to Frank P. Magann. of Wianno, Mass.. 
for $5,500. 


Greentree Stud, which did more bidding 
than it usually does at yearling auctions. 
got 2 head for $60,500. One of these, at 
$42,000. was L. S. MacPhail’s imported 
colt by the Derby winner Nimbus out of 
the good young mare Ariostar, which won 
the Granville and Wilbraham Stakes and 
lost the One Thousand Guineas of 1948 by 
a head. The other was Meadowview 
Farms’ colt by Your Host—Laatokka, first 
offering of the Thursday night session; the 
son of Nimbus was first in the ring Friday 
night. Mrs. C. S. Payson, co-owner of 
Greentree, also went to about $63,000 in 


the contest for the Hyperion colt which 
brought the record price of $87.000, and 
she was runner-up to Paul Ebelhardt, 
agent for Ralph Lowe, on the *Heliopolis 
—Roman Miss colt which brought $57,000. 
second-highest price of the week. Her 
brother and racing partner, John Hay 
Whitney. absent from the sales. has been 
reported in the newspapers as the prob- 
able choice of President Eisenhower, if 
Eisenhower is re-elected, for ambassador * 
to the Court of St. James in London—a 
post once held by Whitney’s grandfather 


John Hay. 


Jim Ryan, trainer for Mrs. John R. H. 
Thouron, signed the tab for a $41,000 
Polynesian colt in the Nydrie Stud con- 
signment. The colt’s dam, the Hyperion 
mare *Seraphin, winner of 4 races in 5 
starts at 2, was bought privately by George 
Swinebroad from the late John Dewar’s 
stud in 1953, for the account of Mrs. 
Parker Poe’s Shawnee Farm at Harrods- 
burg, Ky. The mare was then in foal for 
ihe first time, to Fair Trial. The Polynes- 
ian colt, her second foal, was sold privately 
last fall to Nydrie Stud. The mare has a 
Tom Fool foal at side and is in foal to 
*Royal Charger.

Handicapper's Choice 


You covered the handicap situation 
pretty well. In the first place, like you 
say. if you call it a handicap and then 
stipulate no horse is to carry more than 
130 Ib.. then you cannot call it a handicap. 
If this is the way handicap races are to 
be run. then they should be renamed 
condition handicaps. 


When a racing secretary is expected to 
put special weights on horses with the in- 
tention of drawing horses, this does not 
make for ethics. The public as well as 
the owners will soon feel as if the best 
interests of racing are being destroyed. 
Racing. or big racing, has never en- 
couraged special favors. 


Every man or woman has the right to 
run his horse as he or she wishes. That 
is their personal free choice. 

I do say there should be more weight- 
for-age races so a good horse can earn 
what he is entitled to without running in 
handicaps. even if these races turn out 
to be small fields, in case the owners do 
not care to run them in handicap races. 
Most weight-for-age races are not run 
until late in the fall now, and there are 
very few of those. 


Let us keep racing, which is a_ big 
business, as much of a real sport as we 
can.
